Credit is due for some of the 
subjoined information to some old 
philatchic papers, hut the most of 
it has been gleaned by ebservation.

The lines when pres- 
ent at all are very variable ranging 
from small dots ta lines fully one- 
half mm. long. 

Nine-pence—Tivro full stops one 
above and one below stg to the 
right. Steg. preceded but not fol- 
lowed by a full stop. 

There are many reasons for 
thinking that all or a majority of 
the above varieties are secret marks 
made intenticnally and not mere 
slips of the engraver. 
ever they are, it is surely worth 
one’s while to collect and study
